SAVE  YOUR  SEED  CORN

AOBIOULTTTBB. 

Every  farmer  who  has  good  com  fit  for  seed  should  save  as  much  of  U 
as  possible.  There  will  not  be  enough  seed  corn  in  Ontario  this  yenr  to  meet 
the  demand,  if  every  ear  fit  for  seed  is  saved.  The  demand  for  Ontario  seed 
will  warrant  extra  care  this  fall. 

Time  to  Save  Seed  Corn. 

Farmers  who  have  the  chance  to  go  into  the  fields  to  select  their  own 
seed,  should  do  so  as  soon  as  it  is  fully  matured,  about  the  time  that  com  is 
ready  to  cut  is  a  very  good  time  to  do  it.  This  gives  one  the  chance  to 
select  the  most  mature  ears  from  stalks  showing  vigor  and  growth.  Good 
average  representative  ears  of  the  variety,  showing  uniformally  well-filled 
butts  and  tips  should  be  chosen.  Ears  liigh  up  on  tho  istalk  Hhould  not  be 
selected,  because  they  take  longer  to  mature. 

Where  a  whole  crop  is  being  saved  for  seed  this  fall,  it  should  all  be 
picked  over  at  the  time  of  husking.  All  immature  ears  and  all  ill-formed 
ears  should  be  culled  out,  as  well  as  any  ears  that  show  a  decided  lack  in 
breeding,  poorly  filled  tips,  and  wide  furrows  between  the  rows. 

Every  farmer  should  endeavour  to  get  his  seed  corn  on  the  cob  in  the 
fall,  before  the  hard  December  frosts  come;  or  from  some  one  who  specially 
dries  it. 

Ontario  Seed  Corn  Still  Short. 

As  most  Ontario  com  growers  are  aware,  the  failure  of  the  1917  crop 

ill  South-western  Ontario  and  in  tlie  Xorthorn  States  compelled  this  Prov- 
ince to  look  to  the  Southem  States  for  a  supply  of  Seed  Com  for  this 
season's  planting.  Compared  with  the  Ontario  varieties,  i  t  of  the  im- 
ported Corn  is  larger  in  cob,  kernel,  and  stalk.  Being  grwn  where  the 
season  is  mu^h  longer  and  warmer  than  in  Ontario,  this  is  only  natural. 
The  time  required  to  mature  it  for  ensilage  or  for  husking  purposes  is  much 
lonjjer  than  for  the  native  varieties. 

ifost  of  the  corn  was  planted  in  good  time  and  germinated  well,  with 
the  exception  of  some  of  the  Ontario  seed,  which  had  not  been  well  tested. 
Cut  Worm?,  Blackbirds,  and  Crows  attarked  many  fields  vigorously,  and
